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Enterprise St Michael's to trading 
estate owners: 'Think again' 


MEMBERS of Enterprise St Michael’s are call¬ 
ing on the owners of St Michael’s Trading Es¬ 
tate - Hayward & Co - to “think again” as part 
of their plans to redevelop the site launch on the 
West Dorset District Council planning portal. 

Proposals for the South West Quadrant include rede¬ 
velopment and regeneration of the buildings, with 95 
homes mixed with commercial units. 

However, Enterprise St Michael’s, which campaign to 
protect and bring investment into the trading estate, have 
raised concerns that the plans will effect the local econ¬ 
omy, the local history and culture and the future viability 
of the trading estate as a whole and have questioned the 
appropriateness of the housing. 

Glenn Crawford, director of Enterprise St Michael’s, 
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said: “Haywards and ourselves have two things in com¬ 
mon, one is that they want the estate to continue as a trad¬ 
ing estate and the other is that it needs to be fixed. 

“Their approach is to raise money by basically obliter¬ 
ating part of the trading estate and putting housing on it; 
our approach is to retain as much of the trading estate as 
possible, putting a few houses and some extra work units 
and seek outside funding. 

“We feel there is a position on the trading estate that 
you could put housing and it wouldn’t impact on anything 
terrifically. 

“It would actually give some affordable housing to 
local people and there would still be space to expand the 
trading estate with new buildings and that would all help 
fund the care that needs to go into the buildings as they 
are in a terrible state. 

“The difficulty is that the trading estate as a place for 
people to work has never been more popular - there are 
90 odd tenants here and around 200 people earn a living 
from it. 

“It is an important feature to Bridport. If something 
were to happen to it, the knock on would be terrible.” 

The group are also concerned that the housing provided 
on the site won’t be affordable for local people and will 
reduce the number of ten¬ 
ants and, as a result, will 
have a poorer mixture of 
traders. 

Mr Crawford added: 

“The estate needs to ex¬ 
pand in terms of business 
rent and not contract, and 
it needs to maintain its mix 
of businesses and look like 
an industrial age premises, 
rather than a few old build¬ 
ings with lots of flats dot¬ 
ted in between. 

“At the moment, the 
town benefits a lot from 
people, outside and in the 
town, coming in to the 
trading estate. 

“If it stops looking like 
an industrial age trading 
estate and becomes more 
like a set of houses and 
block of flats, it is much 


less likely that people will find it and use it, and if the 
mix of crafts isn’t there any more, people will have much 
less reason to use it. 

“We want the owners to think again. We are not anti¬ 
development, it needs mending, we are not anti-compro¬ 
mise, but we are 630 shareholders and we have to 
responsibly represent their views, and that is what we are 
doing. 

“What we would like is a secure future for it, that is the 
bottom line, and the secure future we think comes from 
increasing the working premises.” 

Martin Ridley and Clive Hayward, of Hayward & Co, 
said: “Our scheme will give the local economy the shot 
in the arm that it so badly needs. 

“Not only in terms of housing but in the new provision 
of an enhanced environment, a much improved ‘public 
realm’, an estate that will be more attractive to visitors 
and potential tenants and a scheme that will balance the 
best of the old with the best of the new. 

“Enterprise St Michael’s conveniently continues to 
overlook the fact that St Michael’s is designated in the 
(West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland) Local Plan as a 
mixed use development, we think the only one that can 
be delivered in West Dorset for the foreseeable future. As 
such it is a critical part of the local plan. 

“We have always seen the varied mix of businesses and 
tenants as being integral to the estate and its character. 

“The St Michael’s website refers to ‘the diverse mix of 
businesses that has helped the estate to survive over the

years’. 

“Over the years, we have helped nurture a number of 
successful businesses, all of whom at some stage have 
struggled to pay rent and make ends meet, but have gone 
on to outgrow the estate and move to a larger premises - 
Clipper Teas, Top Gear, Par Acoustics and Coastal Nets 
are but four examples. 

“Creating units for small businesses and offering low, 
affordable rents was a concept ahead of its time when the 
Haywards let their first premises in St Michael’s in 1968. 

“It is a philosophy that remains in place today and has 
allowed jobs and employment to continue when it might 
have been impossible elsewhere.”

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County council approves changes to adult social care 


DORSET County Council's Cabinet has approved 
some changes to the way that charges are 
calculated for the care and support that adults 
receive. 

Following a 10-week public consultation about 
charges towards the cost of adult social care, the 
responses have been used to put together the 
framework for a revised policy for future charg¬ 
ing. 

More than 370 people gave their views in a va¬ 
riety of ways, showing overall support for 
changes put forward. The current policy was last 
reviewed over two years ago. 

The county council will phase in a new, means- 
tested, policy which will come into effect on April 
1 st that is fair to everyone and will deliver a per¬ 
sonalised service. 

From this date, new service users will be as¬ 
sessed under the revised policy. 

Nothing will change for existing service users 
until a personalised means-test has been under¬ 
taken. 

The council will also offer people a check to 
make sure that they are claiming all of the wel¬ 
fare benefits they are entitled to receive. 

The council will no longer automatically disre¬ 
gard the initial 25 per cent of disability-related 
benefit income in the financial means-test. 

In all cases, it will continue to be the means-test 
that determines the person's financial contribu¬ 
tion towards care to ensure charges are afford¬ 
able. Some people will not have to make any 
contribution. 


The consultation emphasised the importance 
of good and clear information and advice and 
the council will develop access to this for people. 
Dorset County Council will write to all existing 


service users affected by these changes. 

Cllr Jill Haynes, cabinet member for adult social 
care at Dorset County Council, said: "The revised 
policy will help us to take further steps towards

Lord-Lieutenant sports funding agreed 


FUNDING requests have already been agreed for 
a new Lord-Lieutenant's Fund for young and tal¬ 
ented sport stars. 

The newly launched fund managed by a local 
charity Dorset Community Foundation on behalf 
of the Lord-Lieutenant of Dorset, Angus Camp¬ 
bell, opened for applications in February and 
within weeks over 20 requests for funding have 
been received. 

Mr Campbell, who was on the deciding panel, 
explained: "We were all surprised at the number 
of applications received, considering this was the 
first funding round and it usually takes a bit more 
time to raise awareness of a new fund. 

"This shows that there is certainly a need for this 
funding - the panel were only disappointment 
that they could not help more of these worthy ap¬ 
plicants, but our funds are currently very limited." 

Flannah Moore, one of the young athletes sup¬ 
ported by the fund competed in karate in her 
young years but turned to wheelchair athletics 
after being diagnosed with chronic regional pain 
syndrome. 

The complications of this debilitating condition 
led to an amputation of her lower leg in 2016. 

Following the amputation, her disabled classifi¬ 
cation has changed and she is now eligible to 
compete the para-triathlon, which involves swim¬ 
ming, cycling and running. 

Flannah wants to take up the opportunity to di¬ 
versify and only six months post operation she is 
already training on her basic prosthetic, which is 
now damaged as it is not designed for running. 


She lives with her mum who does not earn very 
much so paying for her athletics coaching is diffi¬ 
cult and she has no savings for a running blade. 

Flannah is fundraising for the cost of a running 
blade and the grant of £1,000 will provide 20 per 
cent of the funding she needs. 

Jacob Peters - the British National Champion in 
the 16 years age group for 50m butterfly, 100m 
and 200m butterfly who has the ambition to rep¬ 
resent GB at the Olympics one day - was also sup¬ 
ported with a grant for travel costs, equipment 
and competition entry fees. 

Fie explained:"There is always a competition or 
kit that needs to be replaced, the grant will really 
help with the British Championships coming up. 

"The financial support also means that others 
believe in me and that helps a lot with the psy¬ 
chological aspects of my training. Thank you all 
so much." 

The fund will open for applications once again 
later on in the year, however Mr Campbell and 
Dorset Community Foundation are hoping to 
raise more donations to support even more tal¬ 
ented sports stars in difficult circumstances.

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Trading estate planning meeting 
must take place in Bridport 


■ READERS of this newspaper will be aware that 
Hayward & Co have made yet another planning ap¬ 
plication for redevelopment of the St Michael's Trad¬ 
ing Estate in Bridport. 

Whatever your views on the proposals, it is vital 
that the planning committee discusses this in Brid¬ 
port. In 2012 the meeting took place in Dorchester - 
against the wishes of residents of Bridport and our 
town council. 

This cannot be allowed to happen again. The site 
represents a sizeable part of the town and is of enor¬ 
mous significance to Bridport's history, its economy, 
its character and appeal to visitors. 

The council has said they are concerned that there 
is nowhere in Bridport large enough. But even a 
large venue, if it is in Dorchester, will prevent many 
from attending. Planning meetings for major devel¬ 


opments have taken place in Bridport in the past 
and we believe that there are at least two suitable 
venues locally. Given the importance of this deci¬ 
sion, and the high level of concern, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council must be seen to take full account of the 
community's views, and be open and transparent.

heritage asset is not being recognised by Hayward & 
Co’ Mr Hewetson has failed to recognise the differ¬ 
ence between a factory with a large workforce and a 
trading estate with a variety of small businesses 

He goes onto say that the estate has provided ‘jobs 
and training since the 19th century.’ Since the estate 
only came into existence in 1968 that cannot be true. 

Certainly jobs were provided before that time but 
not on a trading estate with a variety of small busi¬ 
nesses struggling to survive and being assisted by low 
cost, affordable rents. 

Before 1968 the jobs were provided by a large cor¬ 
porate organisation, Bridport Gundry, who ran a high- 
volume factory producing ropes and nets with a full 
time employed work force. 

The difference between the two, and the challenges 
they faced, are vast. 

In the early Sixties, the site we now know as St 
Michael’s was no longer required by Bridport Gundry 
as most manufacturing resources and the workforce 
had moved across the road to North Mills and the site 
was no longer required in their business plan. 

Within a year, Bridport Gundry had applied for per¬ 
mission to demolish St Michael’s and build a housing 
estate. 

Fortunately for Bridport (and all the past, current 
and future tenants) the Hayward family came along 
and decided they would not clear the site but turn it 
into a trading estate, one of the first of its kind in the 
country. 

Any jobs and training that have been provided on 
the estate since 1968 is the direct result of that deci¬ 
sion by the Hayward family. 

One other inaccuracy from Mr Hewetson - jobs and 
trading space will be lost. How does he know that? Is 
he gazing into some high tech crystal ball? And how 
does Mr Hewetson know that our only interest is short 
term profit? 

He’s never met or talked to either myself or Clive 
Hayward as far as we are aware... and the Haywards 
have run the estate for 50 years (probably before Mr 
Hewetson was born) - how is that short term? 

We ask everyone to stop making such dangerous and 
damaging assumptions and trust that we will do all we 
can to ensure that the ‘future of doom’ that Mr Hewet¬ 
son foresees, doesn’t happen - that we are simply 
planning to move the estate onto a better, more sus¬ 
tainable future just as we did 50 years ago.

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Former soldier creates virtual reality wedding videos business 


A FORMER Bridport soldier who 
served in Afghanistan will be show¬ 
casing his new virtual reality wedding 
business at the Bride On A Budget 
wedding show in Boscombe's 
Sovereign Shopping Centre this 
weekend. 

Luke Woods' new service allows cou¬ 
ples to share their special day up close 
with loved ones, even if they are thou¬ 
sands of miles away, thanks to 360 de¬ 
grees interactive virtual reality (VR) 
video, meaning they can watch the 
proceedings from several angles. 

Luke is no stranger to conducting 
romance at long distance, as he is 
preparing to marry his fiancee Jen¬ 
nifer Lloyd-Grey, who he met on a dat¬ 
ing website while 5,000 miles away 
from her in Canada. 

Luke says his VR wedding service 
adds a new dimension to his existing 
wedding photography services, and 
allows people who can't be guests in 
person to experience the ceremony 
and celebrations first hand. 

The VR videos also provide a lasting 
memory that can be shared privately 
or on social media. 

It comes two years after Luke left the 
Army, having served for six years as a 
rifleman, and while in the army he 
built his photography business so 
that it was ready for him to go into full 
time on returning to civilian life. 

He is now preparing for his own 
wedding with Jenny, and even filmed 
his own proposal in 360 degree virtual 
reality format. 

He said: "It was a really great experi¬

local transport schemes 


DORSET County Council is of¬ 
fering grants of up to £5,000 to 
support communities wanting to 
set up their own local transport 
scheme, with grants also avail¬ 
able to existing schemes. 

The Community Transport 
Grant will fund costs associated 
with starting up and operating a 
scheme. 

These include vehicle pur¬ 
chase costs, IT software that 
supports effective operation, 
marketing of schemes and train¬ 
ing of staff or volunteers. 

The grant is a match funding 
grant and applicants will need to 
cover costs of 50 per cent from 
other sources. 

Since 2016, residents of 
Thorncombe in West Dorset 
have set up two rural community 
bus services as a lifeline, allow¬ 
ing them to get to the towns of 
Axminster and Chard. 

David Marsh and his wife 
Mary, who live in the village, 
keep the service going by organ¬ 
ising fundraising events 
throughout the year with the 
help and support of local people 
in the village. 

Mr Marsh said: “Following the 
withdrawal of the subsidy from 
weekly rural bus services in 
Dorset last April, we had to look 
at alternative ways of supporting 
these vital services. 

“Aside from essential grocery 
shopping, people are also able to 
get to optician and doctors’ ap¬ 
pointments or meet up with fam¬ 
ily members and friends and 
connect with inter-urban bus 
services and trains. 

“We have a mini-bus going to 
Chard and Axminster every 
Thursday, which are both very 
popular with local residents who 
pay £3 for the return trip. 

“In order to be cost effective as 
possible, Dorset Community 
Transport run the Thursday bus 
services to Chard and Axminster 
as one bus. 

“Without these community 
buses, elderly people and people 
who don’t drive would find 
themselves very isolated with 
very limited services in the vil¬ 
lage. 


“The buses are very popular 
with local residents. We are 
grateful to Dorset Community 
Transport, who runs these ser¬ 
vices and always do their best to 
accommodate people’s individ¬ 
ual needs and mobility issues.” 

As a local councillor, Mr 
Marsh organises the community 
transport fund through the 
Thorncombe Parish Council, 
and the money raised will be 
match-funded by Dorset County 
Council. 

The vital funds to keep the ser¬ 
vice going are raised by having 
breakfast clubs, quiz nights, cof¬ 
fee mornings, craft fairs and raf¬ 
fles. 


BRIDPORT Town Council is 
keen to hear from people what 
they think about traffic issues 
in the town centre including 
options for South Street. 

There will be full consultation 
on this during April to June, but 
there is also an opportunity for 
members of the public to 
speak on this issue at the town 
council's next public open 
forum on Tuesday, March 28th 
at 7pm in the town hall.

MP attends meeting 
held on food banks 


FOOD banks and advice organisa¬ 
tions in Dorset have come together 
to explore how they can help each 
other do even more for those in 
need. 

A special meeting on food banks 
was organised by West Dorset Part¬ 
nership and Churches Together in 
Dorset to examine the problem of 
hunger and food poverty.

Many ideas for helping people in 
need were agreed, which included 
setting up cookery clubs, where 
possible, so that fa mili es without fa¬ 
cilities can cook basic meals. 

It was also agreed that a standard 
voucher should be produced so that 
people who need food can access 
any food bank. 

Sir Oliver Letwin was also asked 
to raise the issue of promoting life 
skills in schools. 

Tom Murphy, of Churches To¬ 
gether, who organised the event, 
said: “The special meeting was an 
opportunity for food banks to dis¬ 
cuss with Sir Oliver Letwin the 


work undertaken by voluntary and 
community organisations, including 
the churches, to establish and man¬ 
age food banks. 

“The main reasons why people go 
to food banks is because of the de¬ 
lays in paying benefits. Also, Dorset 
is a low wage area. 

“Therefore, those working often 
have to rely on food banks to put 
food on the table for their families.” 

Cllr Anthony Alford, leader of 
West Dorset District Council, said: 
“I am pleased the Dorset Councils 
Partnership has been able to support 
our local food banks by hosting a 
session where they came together to 
share their knowledge.” 

Food banks can be found across 
the Dorset Councils Partnership 
area, of Weymouth and Portland, 
North Dorset and West Dorset, in 
Beaminster, Bridport, Lyme Regis, 
Dorchester, Weymouth, Portland, 
Blandford, Sherborne and Gilling¬ 
ham.

WATAG: next meeting and new 
public transport timetable 


THE next meeting of the West Dorset Western 
Area Transport Action Group (WATAG) will be 
held on Thursday March 23rd at the WI Hall, 
North Street, at 6.30 pm. 

This meeting meeting will commence with an 
Extraordinary General Meeting when some minor 
revisions to the constitution will be proposed for 
approval. 

A new chairman and new Treasurer will also be 
sought. WATAG would welcome anyone with an 
interest in public transport matters to join its ad¬ 
visory group; nominations should be sent to the 
chairman. 

NEW TIMETABLE 

The new summer public transport timetable - 
which will be available at the meeting - includes 
primary bus services along the Jurassic Coast and 
a booklet with the minor routes around Bridport, 
Lyme Regis and Beaminster. 

The timetable, combining bus and rail, is also 
available at Lyme Regis and Bridport Tourist In¬ 
formation Centres. 

It includes routes connecting Bridport and Lyme 
Regis with Weymouth, Dorchester South and 
Axminster stations, and buses to Poole and Exeter 
from Sunday, April 9th. Bus routes covered in¬ 
clude Lirst X51, X52, X53, 53 and X54 and 
Stagecoach 9A and X9. 

Some of these services may not survive after the 
end of July but WATAG wishes to ensure they are 
sufficiently publicised and used in the hope that 
an operator may take some on commercially, at 
least on a trial basis. 

Should this not happen there will be an urgent 
need for those living in affected areas to engage 
with ‘community transport’ type operators to en¬ 
sure that older and more vulnerable members of 
the rural community are not totally isolated. 

BUS STATION THREAT 

Another item of concern is the threat of closure of 
Bridport Bus Station with buses having to stop in 
Tannery Road. 

WATAG looks forward to the attendance of a 
Dorset County Council official who should be 
able to advise on the progress of the new school 


bus contracts. 

CONSULTATION 

There will be an update into the feasibility of pro¬ 
viding a local town and village bus service around 
Bridport. This is with the aim of helping to fill 
gaps left by the subsidised services already lost 
and those which could end during summer 2017. 

A consultation by Bridport Town Council is still 
in progress; copies of the survey - for both bus 
and non-bus users - are available from Mount- 
field, Bridport TIC and the town council website. 
Preserving the Lyme Regis town service in some 
form will also feature. 

WATAG hopes, as usual, to welcome all levels 
of councillors, transport operators and Dorset 
travel officials together with public transport 
users. 

There will be a ‘democratic session’ when any¬ 
one may raise new questions about local bus and 
rail services. 

Wykes Court Public car park is nearby and is 
free of charge after 6pm.

Since then the company has 
grown to become the largest inde¬ 
pendent fuel station operator in the 
South West, with locations span¬ 
ning four counties. 

John and Clive always retained 
memories of the Winterbourne 
Abbas site being a busy location 
in its heyday, and were delighted 
to secure the purchase of the site 


with a view to restoring it to its 
former glory. 

Chartman have secured planning 
approval to redevelop the fore¬ 
court with a 2,000 sq ft shop, and 
work is under way to bring this 
about, but in the meantime the 
first step has been taken by restor¬ 
ing fuel supplies, stocking the 
shop and introducing Costa cof¬ 
fee, where sales alone reached 
nearly 100 a day just three days 
after opening.

Groups urged to apply NOW for charity cash 


TIME is running out for community and volun¬ 
tary organisations in the Bridport and Dorch¬ 
ester areas to apply for a charity fund from car 
boot sales in both towns. 

Applications have to be in by the end of the 
month. 

Last year more than £27,000 was awarded to 
local community and voluntary organisations 
in Dorchester and just under £10,000 in the 
Bridport area. 

Organisations who received funding in 2016 
included: 

The Dorchester Poverty Action Group, who re¬ 
ceived £250 to create a website for the organi¬ 
sation; Dorchestra, a community orchestra, 
received £400 to purchase percussion instru¬ 
ments; The Friends of the Riverside Reserve re¬ 
ceived £500 to build a boardwalk and raised 
platform in order to make the area wheelchair 
and pushchair accessible. 

The Bridport Gig Club received £450 to pur¬ 
chase additional lifejackets and undertake first 
aid training; Cruse Bereavement Care received 
£670 to purchase specialist resource materials 
to work with children who have been affected 
by bereavement, and Broadoak Village Hall col¬ 
lected £200 to turn the defunct telephone box 
into an information point for visitors to the area. 

The weekly car boots are held every Sunday 
in Dorchester and West Bay to raise money for 


local charities and community organisations, 
the income is distributed annually in and 
around the county town and Bridport to benefit 
projects operating in or supporting residents 
living in those areas. 

ClIr Mary Penfold, chairman of West Dorset 
District Council's Dorchester Markets Joint In¬ 
formal Panel, said: "If you need some extra fund¬ 
ing for your community project, I would 
encourage you to apply. 

"Funding is easy to apply for and organisa¬ 
tions are can ring the district council if they 
need any help or support with their applica¬ 
tion." 

Cllr Keith Day, chairman of the Bridport Area 
Car Boot Fund, said: "Funds raised from the car 
boots can benefit such worthwhile causes. It's 
great to see local projects take off and provide 
real value for residents."

WITH Mother's day approaching I wanted to treat 
my mum to a relaxing spa day and I was intrigued 
to give Orchid spa a go. This hidden gem in Chideock 
is somewhere I would highly recommend to anyone 
looking for a real indulgent treat! 

Upon our arrival we were guided through the 
Cherry blossom Orchard, perhaps to soon as the 
trees were bare but come Mother's Day they should 
be in full bloom! A welcome chat with Tanya talked 
us through our personal schedule planned from the 
booking details and we were led to the changing 
room complete with dressing gowns and slippers for 
us to wear during our time at the spa. 

On to the first treatment - the Hydrotherapy Hot 
Tub.

What to do: 

Starting with the genoise, whisk together the 
eggs, yolk and sugar until ribbon stage (thick 
enough for you to write with it in the mixture). 

Sift in half the flour and gently fold, then add 
the remaining flour. Once combined, add the 
melted butter and fold in. 

Pour into two mousse rings (or cake tins with 
removable bases) - one eight inches and one 
four inches - and cook at 180C for 20 minutes, 
until the cake springs back and a knife comes 
out clean. 

For the creme patisserie, scrape the vanilla 
seeds into the milk and heat until it's steaming. 

While it's heating, whisk together the yolks 
and caster sugar until pale. Sift in both flours 
and whisk together to combine. 

Pour half of the hot milk into the 
sugar/egg/flour and mix in, then add this 
mixture back to the milk pan where the rest of 
the milk already is, and whisk while cooking 
back on the heat. This will begin to thicken, so 
keep whisking until it starts to boil (you will see 
bubbles try to escape from the bottom!). 

Take off the heat, transfer onto a tray, spread 
it flat, cover tightly with cling film and leave to 
cool. Once cool, whisk back up and gradually 
add the softened butter to achieve the correct 
consistency. 

When the cake is cooked, remove from the 
tin and wash the tin ring up - you will need this 
for assembly. 



Trim the top of the cooled genoise sponge so 
it's flat, and keep this aside (try not to eat it!). 
Then, cut the remaining sponge cake in half, as 
neatly as possible so you now have two layers. 

Put one of the layers back in the mousse ring 
(which should now be on cake board to serve), 
press down and coat with sugar syrup. 

Cut the stalks from the strawberries and cut in 
half lengthways. Arrange these around the rim 
of the mousse tin, facing outwards. Fill any gaps 
between the strawberries with the creme 
patisserie (a piping bag will help). Then spread 
out a generous layer of creme patisserie on the 
bottom. 



With the spare trimming of the sponge, soak in 
sugar syrup and place in the centre. If any straw¬ 
berries are left over, cut them into smaller cubes 
and gather them on top of this layer of sponge. 
Then add the remaining creme patisserie and 
cover all of the cake right up to the top of the tin. 

When the creme patisserie is smoothed out, 
gently lift up the mousse ring, and the alignment 
of strawberries should be neat and visible. Now 
the top layer of genoise can be placed on top, 
with a quick dusting of icing sugar. 

Repeat for the smaller cake, then arrange the 
fruit to decorate over the top and finish with a 
dusting of icing sugar.

ON THE SHOWBIZ BEAT 

Acting isn’t just 
kept to the stage 


SHAKESPEARE said"All 
the world's a stage" and 
for most of us, daily life 
involves a series of roles 
we have to portray in 
order to maintain equi¬ 
librium. 

We all have a fagade we 
put on to cover up inade¬ 
quacies or fears and 
when things go wrong, 
we merely dust ourselves 
off, paint on a smile and 
continue with our every¬ 
day tasks as if nothing 
has happened. 

With that in mind, I’ve 
started to try to assess 
those I interview in a dif¬ 
ferent way. It’s easy to 
judge and to assume 
someone is going to be a 


particular way, when, in 
fact, they turn out to be 
completely different. 

This week I completed 
two interviews, one with 
a well-known serious ac¬ 
tress and one with a 
young actor who is cur¬ 
rently touring the coun¬ 
try in a musical. I had 
expectations that the ac¬ 
tress would be quite hard 
to talk to and that the 
young chap would be 
fairly easy. It actually 
turned out to be the other 
way round. 

I’ve found as a general 
rule, most big celebrities 
are good at interviews 
and understand that it's 
for their benefit to come 


across as friendly and ap¬ 
proachable. 

Some are however, so 
full of their own impor¬ 
tance, that you feel as if 
you need to be debriefed 
after talking to them (I 
won’t name, names but if 
you ask me, I can enter¬ 
tain you with some real 
horror stories!) 

When I come across a 
person who feels the need 
to regale me with just 
how important and fabu¬ 
lous they are, I paint on 
my friendly face and start 
to psychologically exam¬ 
ine the reasons behind 
what they are saying. 

Obviously, if they are 
really dull, I secretly just

say blah, blah, blah to 
myself, so if you are ever 
having a conversation 
with me and I glaze over, 
I’m probably doing the 
same to you. 

The shows I watched 
this week were all about 
putting on fagade too and 
I started off by visiting 
the Lyric Hammersmith 
to see Seventeen, a play, 
which features a group of 
retirees attempting to 
portray teenagers. I say 
attempting, as they didn’t 
really pull it off. 

I then went to see Step¬ 
ping Out starring 
Amanda Holden and I 
was amazed at how im¬ 
proved it is since I saw it 
on the pre West End tour. 
It’s about a group who 


meet weekly for a tap 
dancing class and about 
how they are all really, 
hiding their loneliness. 

The dialogue has be¬ 
come much snappier and 
the few cast changes, in¬ 
cluding the last minute 
substitution of Tamzin 
Outhwaite for Anna-Jane 
Casey, have made the 
show a real hit. 

Next week I’m off to my 
first cabaret of the season 
and will review former 
Wicked star Rachel 
Tucker at the Brasserie 
Zedal in Picadilly Circus 
before I head to the Gar¬ 
rick to see Griff Rhys 
Jones, Mathew Horne 
and Lee Mack in The 
Miser. 

In the meantime, I will 


continue to maintain my 
sunny exterior, despite 
the occasional test of my 
mettle and I’ll leave you 
with my favourite quote: 
“When you are dead, you 
don’t know that you’re 
dead, hut it’s hard for the 
people around you...it’s 
the same if you’re stupid”

Fricker disappointed at Rutter ban 


BRIDPORT manager Adam Fricker told View 
Sport that he was disappointed in the four 
match ban the FA have imposed on Louis Rutter 
who reacted to being bitten on the bicep by 
Wells City's Ryan Pledger just before the end of 
the 2-2 draw at St Mary's Field on Saturday. 

The incident happened in the last minute of 
normal time when Rutter and substitute Pledger 
clashed with the Bees trailing 2-1 and looking 
for an equaliser. 

Referee Craig Scriver dismissed both players 
following the clash, citing Rutter for violent con¬ 
duct. 

However, Fricker is upset that his player has 
not only been banned but for four games. 

Talking just after receiving the news on Tues¬ 
day morning he said: "The referee explained 
after the game that he felt he had no option but 
to send Louis off for raising his hands as reaction 
to the incident which left teeth marks on his 
arms, but I would expect anyone to react if they 
had been bitten like that. 

"I had hoped that the FA would have taken the 
referee's report into consideration which states 
he was bitten, and looked at it sensibly, but ob¬ 
viously they have not." 

He added that the club took pictures of the 
bite after the game and that Rutter had sent him 
further photos on Tuesday. 

"With the rapidity that the decision came 
through it would appear they have handed him 
the standard three match ban plus one more for 
having been sent off earlier in the season, and 
totally ignored the fact that it was a natural re¬ 
action to a very violent incident." 

Fricker was meeting with the club's manage¬ 
ment last night to decide whether to appeal 
against the judgement. 

The incident overshadowed the game that 
saw the Bees fight back from two goals down at 
the break to add another point to the three col¬ 
lected earlier in the week when beating Sher¬ 
borne Town, scoring the equaliser in added time 
after the biting incident. 

After a fairly even start Wei Is City took the lead 
when Leon Britton got in front of his marker at 
the near post from a free kick to score with a 
stooping header. 

Bridport created their own chances and both 
Mark Salter and Ed Butcher saw shots saved, be¬ 
fore George Carey score a second with a good 
shot from the edge of the box. 

Butcher brought hope midway through the 
second half when he picked up a clearance to 
fire home a 25-yard half volley. 

It appeared that a tiring Wells would hold on 
to take the points, but following the biting inci¬ 
dent, Leigh Bailey salvaged a welcome, and de¬ 
served point, by smashing the ball home 
through a crowded area. 

Fricker said:"lt was a pleasing point in the end 
to come back from a poor 20-30 minutes in the 
first half that saw us 2-0 down. However, what 
they did in the second half was a credit to them 
and four points from six certainly pleased us 
after our recent run. All in all given where we 


were at halftime, we were happy with a point." 

BRIDPORT'S drubbing of Sherborne Town on 
Tuesday broughtto end a run often successive 
defeats, brought relief to everyone at the club, 
none more so than manager Adam Fricker. 

Leading 5-1 at half-time, the Bees produced a 
calm and controlled second half which will 
hopefully kickstart the rest of their season.
